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Item 10. Affidavit fails to overcome any rejections of record : 

Affidavit merely demonstrates reduction of gene expression following plant 
transformation with the full-length antisense construct of the specification, and does not 
demonstrate any change in galactose branching. Applicant's assertions re the 
operability of any antisense construct, the ease of evaluating a multitude of non- 
exemplified constructs, and the theoretical correlation of gene inhibition with increased 
branching, are not probative and are insufficient to rebut the evidence provided by the 
Examiner. Thus the written description rejection and enablement rejections of all the 
claims are maintained. 

Item 1 1 . Request for reconsideration fails to overcome utility rejection : 

Applicant urges that the seed of claim 7 comes from a plant which exhibits 
reduced galactose branching, so that the hand of man has been demonstrated. The 
Examiner maintains that claim 7 does not specify that the plant grown from the seed will 
exhibit these characteristics. Thus claim 7 reads on progeny seed which have lost the 
transgene, and which are indistinguishable from naturally occurring coffee beans. 
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
